must have more employers, not more public money, 
to provide enough jobs to keep its employable popu­ 
lation busy.

am not a diagnostician.” 
The answer is very simple—never 
take a lax ative for an acute belly­ 
ache. An ^cute p ain in the abdo­ 
men. coming out of a clear sky in a 
person in previous good health, or 
what is called an acute attack of 
indigestion with nausea, vomiting, 
pain or discomfort th a t starts in the 
pit of the stom ach and gradually 
moves downward, especially if there 
is a fever and tenderness is nearly 
always appendicitis. The only other 
alternatives are a gallstone attack 
or something indigestible you ate, 
and a cathartic will not do the first 
any good, and N ature will eventu­ 
ally cure the second by diarrhoea 
So the rule never give a lax ative In 
the 
face of an acute bellyache, 
holds. 
This Ls especially true of 
babies and young people. From 19 29 
to 19 31 the death rate per 100,000 
for appendicitis was 12 in those from 
one to four years of age, and 15 for 
those from 10 to 25 of age. Appen­ 
dicitis Ls predom inantly a disease 
of young people.

Ro gers Ho rnsby as m anager and the 
appo intm ent by William L. Veeck, 
then clu b president, o f the gag- 
thro wing. banjo -stru m m ing Grim m 
as his su ccesso r. 
The D u tchm an inserted new life 
and the team wo n 15 
o u t 
o f 
20 
games in 19 days. Grim m had gu id­ 
ed the Bru ins to the pennant in 
seven weeks. Under his directio n, 
they finished third in 1933 and 1934 
then climbed to the cham pio nship 
in 1935 after a late 21-gam e w in­ 
ning 
streak, 
th e 
high 
spo t 
o f 
G rim m ’s career. The team tied fo r 
seco nd in 1936 and was ru nner-u p 
in 1937 after blo wing a seven game 
lead in o ne m o nth's time. 
Gets Confidence Vote 
Grimm was given a vo te o f co n­ 
fidence in the fo rm o f a new co n- 


th a t his jo b depended o n a pen­ 
nant. W ith the pu rchase o f Dizzy
